January 8, 1975 


The Coos County Delegation met in Room 314 in the State 
House, Concord, N.H. on Jan. 8, 1975, immediately after ad- 
journment of the House at 2:00 P.M. for organizational pur- 
poses. 


Meeting was called to order by Chairman, Guy Fortier. 


Roll call found the following members present: Rep. Guy 
Fortier, Otto Oleson, Harry Huggins, Rebecca Gagnon, Mable 
Richardson, Roger Hunt, Victor Kidder, Arthur Drake, Harold 
Burns, Alcide Valliere, Lynn Harton, Richard Patenaude, Ernest 
Craggy, Marguerite Wiswell, Burnham Judd, Richard Poulin, Elmer 
York and James Cooney. 


Chairman Fortier called for nominations for Chairman. Rep. 
Drake nominated Guy Fortier to be re-elected Chairman and it 
was seconded by Rep. Gagnon. 
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Rep. Patenaude nominated Rep. Roger Hunt for Chairman 
and it was seconded by Rep. Poulin. 


Rep. Oleson moved that nomination cease and was seconded 
by Rep. Judd. Vote was in the affirmative. 


Clerk prepared ballots for the election by secret ballot and 
Rep.

Approval is hereby 
given to the Treasurer to borrow not exceeding said sum from 
time to time during said year upon order of the County Commiss- 
ioners pursuant to RSA 28: 18.

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FINANCE COMMITTEE MEETING 
February 1, 1975 


On Feb. 1, the Finance Committee met at the Coos County 
Nursing Home in West Stewartstown. 


Chairman Fortier called the meeting to order at 10:00 A.M. 


Roll call found Representatives Kidder, Fortier, Oleson, Rich- 
ardson, Gagnon, Burns, Drake, Hunt, Huggins, and Valliere 
present. George Lemire was absent. Commissioners Bergeron and 
Brungot County Co-ordinator Fred King, and Superintendent 
Bouchard were present. 


Chairman Fortier requested the moments of the last meeting 
be read. Clerk Valliere obliged and the minutes were unanimous- 
ly approved. 


Chairman Fortier had Superintendent Bouchard explain the 
new law on County Audits. The talk was very informative. Fred 
King will be in Concord when this bill comes up. 


Vice-Chairman Otto Oleson read the quarterly report. Many 
items were overdrawn and numerous questions were raised con- 
cerning overdrafts. Fred King and Commissioners Bergeron and 
Brungot, and Superintendent Bouchard gave reasons for some of 
the overdrawn accounts. However, there were some substantial 
amounts with unexpended balances. 


Commissioner Bergeron stated that Sheriff Martineau should 
make a special effort to be present at the budget meeting in 
March. Commissioner Bergeron and Brungot and Vice-Chairman 
Oleson requested notification in writing if overdraft is antici- 
pated. 


Rep. Drake and County Co-ordinator King explained the 
reason for some expenditures. 


Rep. Otto Oleson moved to adjourn at 11:30 A.M. and the 
motion was seconded by Harry Huggins. 


A wonderful dinner was served at the home. 
The meeting resumed at 1:00 P.M. 


Rep. Drake replaced Vice-Chairman Oleson for the afternoon 
session. 


Commissioner Brungot explained many questions put to him 
concerning the revenue sheet. 


Much discussion went on concerning taxes on unincorporated 
towns and the amount of taxes paid by these towns. County 
Treasurer, John Morton explained the interest received by the 
County. John made good investments and the County benefited. 
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Chairman Fortier and Rep. Harry Huggins accepted the Com- 
missioners report and seconded by Mable Richardson. The Com- 
mittee voted unanimously in approving report. 


Superintendent Bouchard explained how cost reimbursement 
will affect our nursing home. 


Mr. King mentioned that a public hearing was to be held 
shortly in Berlin with full delegation to attend. Time and place 
to be announced later. 


Co-ordinator King explained that in 1974 cost per patient was 
$16.00—Federal $9.60, State $3.20, and Local $3.20. King stated 
that some changes were due in 1975, but our cost would still be 
the lowest in the state. In 1975, cost per patient was $20.00— 
Federal $12.00, State $4.00, and Local $4.00. 


Motion was made to adjourn by Rep. Gagnon and seconded 
by Rep. Burns. Committee was unanimous. 


The meeting was adjourned at 1:30.

PUBLIC HEARING FOR 1975 PROPOSED BUDGET 
February 8, 1975 


Chairman Guy Fortier called the meeting promptly at 10:00 
A.M. 


Commissioners Thomas Corrigan and Norman Brungot were 
present. Superintendent Bouchard and County Co-ordinatro King 
and Rep. Guy Fortier and Alcide Valliere were also present. 


County Co-ordinator King stated that the 1975 budget would 
increase slightly over last year’s budget. 


Administrator Bouchard stated that increases were due largely 
to the cost of fuel, energy and the minimum wage increases. He 
also said the County Farm would show a profit through the sale 
of milk, livestock and other products. 


The Probation Department has outgrown its present office 
space. Renovation of the surplus foods quarters in the court house 
basement would be an ideal place with the State Probation De- 
partment paying rent to the County. 


County Treasurer, John Morton, explained the major expenses 
under ‘‘Debt Service’’ of $72,000.00 covering the cost of borrow- 
ing one million dollars for the new nursing home. 
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The three mental health agencies in the north country will be 
requesting money from the County. 


Jack Melton, Director of North Country Community Services, 
Inc. spoke for his agency. White Mountain Community Services of 
Littleton and the Upper Connecticut Valley Community Services 
in Colebrook asked for a special request. Mrs. Gibson of the Re- 
tired Seniors Volunteers Program (RSVP) asked for a special 
appropriation. Doreen Tuxbury, representing a newly organized 
health agency in Berlin, sought $1,000.00 in funds which would 
generate $5,000.00 in federal funds. 


Glen Eastman, Director of Tri-County Community Action 
Program, submitted his request for $7,000.00 for Council on 
Aging. That amount matchable in federal funds. Approximately 
50 seniors were present showing their interest and backing the 
“Meals On Wheels” Program. 


Motion to adjourn was made by Chairman Guy Fortier and 
motion seconded by Clerk Valliere.

March 1, 1975 


The Coos County Delegation met at the Coos County Nursing 
Home in West Stewartstown, N.H. on March 1, 1975, at 10:00 
A.M. 


Meeting was called to order at 10:00 A.M. by Chairman Guy 
Fortier. 


Roll Call found Representatives Fortier, Richardson, Huggins, 
Hunt, Kidder, Drake, Burns, Valliere, Horton, Patenaude, Craggy, 
Paulin, Judd, Cooney, and York present. County officials present 
were Commissioners Corrigan and Brungot, Superintendent Bou- 
chard and Fred King. 


Chairman Fortier suggested that there were many from differ- 
ent parts of the County who wished to be heard on certain items 
in the budget such as Community Action, Council on Aging, 
Convalescence Homemakers Service (RSVP) Mental Health Clinic, 
Marital Counseling, Day Care Treatment Programs, and if there 
were no objections, he would allow them to speak first and take 
up other items later. 


Louise Fuller spoke in favor of Convalescence requesting 
$1000.00 for therapy in the Home, Family Programing, Home- 
makers Service, etc. Her services reach from Stratford to the 
Canadian border. 


Miss Tuxbury spoke on Homemakers Program servicing Berlin, 
Milan and Gorham in another 1% years. The program should ex- 
pand to adjacent towns. The Berlin Council approved $1000.00 
for the agency. Manpower agency helps to fund the programs. 


Paul LaCasse spoke on new programs and how they will be 
funded. 

Cecil Purrington spoke in favor of Convalesce and how they 
were helped while recuperating at home. 


Glen Eastman spoke for Community Action and that match- 
ing funds were available. 


Council on Aging and funding was discussed. 

Project Reveere explained how monies was spent in last 
buc jet. He is not requesting monies from area towns. Would 
appreciate money for ‘‘Meals on Wheels” and also senior wheels 


to transport seniors to and from medical services. He is re- 
questing the same amount for 1975. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Gibson (RSVP) spoke for her agency. They

furnished help for meals and provided transportation to and from 
servicing places and stated that matching funds were available. 
Questions and answers followed. 


Jack Melton spoke for Mental Health Clinic and explained how 
monies were to be raised $34,000.00 funding three agencies, 
namely Marital Counseling, Day Treatment Programs, Community 
Planning, also Emergency Psychiatric Treatments, Disturbed, 
Handicapped and Retarded Children. There were many questions 
answered. 


Milton Broz, representing White Mountain Health Clinic, spoke 
on the operation of his agency in Littleton. 


Beverly Wise spoke in favor of the Upper Valley Mental Clinic 
and answered questions. 


Mary Washburn and Mr. Bellavance spoke in favor of mental 
health clinics. This concluded the special requests session at 11:45 
A.M. 


Regular meeting called to order at 11:50 A.M. 


Paul LaCasse was introduced as Manpower Co-ordinator. He 
spoke on his responsibilities to three counties which he repre- 
sents, how his agency is funded and each community is allocated 
a fair share of money to perform their duties as expected of them. 


Commissioners Corrigan and Brungot were present. Commiss- 
ioner Brungot represented the Commissioners and explained why 
they should get a $1,000.00 raise. Chairman Fortier called on 
John Morton, County Treasurer, to explain why he should get an 
increase in salary. He came back with the statement that there 
was alot more work—federal reports to make out. In the near 
future, the bookkeeping machine would be transferred to the 
Berlin Court House. Therefore, necessitating more supervision on 
his part.. 

Commissioner Brungot and Norman Patenaude were in favor 
of granting increase for Attorney Pierre Morin. 


Rep. Kidder moved to recess at 1:15 P.M. for one hour for 
lunch. 


Rep. Huggins seconded the motion and the vote unanimous. 
Chairman Fortier declared a recess until 2:00 P.M. 
The meeting reconvened at 2:15 P.M. 


Paul Bouchard spoke in favor of proposed budget for 1975 
defending the amount of $729,730.00. 
Leighton Pratt of the Extension Service proposed the slight 


raise in his 1975 budget. 


Edwin Frizzell of the Soil Conservation Service spoke in favor 
of his agency. He explained the reason for’ the slight increase in 
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his budget. He answered questions from members of the delega- 
tion. 


County Co-ordinator Fred King talked on the large increase in 
the Crime Abatement Budget for 1975 and explained the reasons 
for such increases. He also mentioned that the department would 
be paying rent to the County. The surplus food quarters are being 
renovated for the Crime Abatement Department. The Co-ordi- 
nator explained these items: 1. long term note; 2. revenue sharing 
funds used; 3. surplus used to reduce taxes; 4. amount to be 
raised by taxes. 


There was a question and answer period. 


EXECUTIVE SESSION 


Chairman Fortier announced that we go into executive session 
on proposed budget at 3:30 P.M. 


Rep. Horton made a motion to increase the salary of County 
Commissioners by $200.00 and was seconded by Rep. Judd. The 
vote was in favor of the motion by Rep. Judd and seconded by 
Rep. Kidder that Treasurer’s salary be increased to $1,500.00 
with favorable vote. 


Rep. Huggins made a motion to increase the Attorney's salary 
to $5,800.00 and seconded by Rep. Hutn. The vote was in favor 
of the motion. 


Motion made by Rep. Judd and seconded by Rep. York that 
salary for Medical Referee be left at $2,500.00. The vote was in 
favor of the motion. 


Rep. Mable Richardson made a motion that the Sheriff's re- 
main the same as last year and seconded by Rep. Huggins. The 
vote was unanimous. 


Rep. Cooney made a motion that administration expense be 
increased to the amount proposed in budget and was seconded 
by Rep. Hunt. Vote was favorable. 


Motion made by Rep. Burns and seconded by Rep. Judd and 
Hunt that the budget amount be increased to $4,800.00 for 
Register of Deeds. Vote was favorable. 


Rep. York made a motion that Register of Deeds (special) 
budget accepted as proposed $275.00. Seconded by Rep. Horton. 


Rep. Burns made a motion that Attorney expenses be reduced 
to $5,000.00. Seconded by Rep. Judd. Vote was favorable. 


Rep. Richardson made a motion to accept the proposed a- 
mount for Register of Probate $3,120.00. Seconded by Rep. 
Huggins. Vote was unanimous. 
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Rep. Huggins made a motion and seconded by Rep. Judd to 
accept the budget amount of $12,470.00 for the Berlin and Lan- 
caster Court Houses as requested. Vote unanimous. 


Motion made by Rep. Judd and seconded by Rep. Huggins 
that Superior Court law books remain as requested at $1,000.00. 
Vote unamimous. 

Rep. Burns made a motion seconded by Rep. Horton that jury 
payroll be reduced to $10,000.00. Vote unanimous. 

Motion made by Rep. York seconded by Kidder that state 
witness remain the same. Vote favorable. 

Rep. Drake made a motion to reduce Master’s fees to $800.00. 
Motion seconded by Rep. York. 

Rep. Horton made a motion that stenographers proposed bud- 
get be reduced to $9,000.00. Seconded by Rep. Judd. Vote 
favorable. 

Rep. Drake made a motion to reduce the budget by $900.00 
for the clerk’s office from $32,500.00 to $31,600.00. Seconded 
by Rep. Cooney. Vote in the affirmative. 

Motion made by Rep. Huggins seconded by Rep. Kidder to 
leave clerk’s office Social Security as is. Vote unanimous. 

Motion made by Rep. Drake that Sheriff’s clerk budget remain 
as is. Seconded by Rep. York. Vote in affirmative. 

Rep. Drake made a motion to reduce Sheriff’s court attend- 
ance to $3,000.00. Seconded by Rep. York. Vote in affirmative. 

Rep. Richardson made a motion that Sheriff’s deputies’ court 
attendance be reduced to $3,500.00. Vote favorable. 

Motion by Rep. Hunt and seconded by Rep. York to keep 
Sheriff’s investigations at $9,000.00 for 1975. Vote unanimous. 


Rep. Drake made a motion to reduce to $8,500.00 the 
deputies’ investigations budget. Vote unanimous. 


Motion made by Rep. Drake seconded by Rep. Horton to re- 
duce Sheriff’s office expense to $3,330.00. Unanimous vote. 


Rep. York made a motion to eliminate cruiser expense 
(eliminated) seconded by Rep. Richardson. Vote in affirmative. 


Motion made by Rep. Judd seconded by Rep. York to allow 
$1,000.00 for training officers. Vote unanimous. 


Motion made by Rep. Huggins to accept the sum of $487.00 
for Sheriff’s deputies’ bonds. Vote favorable. 


Rep. Drake made a motion to reduce County Welfare budget 
to $35,000.00 seconded by Rep. Huggins. Vote in affirmative. 
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A motion by Rep. Judd and seconded by Rep. Hunt that Old 
Age Aliens (APTD) be left at $120,000.00. Vote in favor. 


Rep. York made a motion to reduce Children’s Welfare to 
$23,000.00 seconded by Rep. Horton. Vote favorable. 


A motion by Rep. Huggins seconded by Rep. Hunt to keep 
Soldier’s Aid at $10,000.00. Vote unanimous. 


Motion made by Rep. Judd seconded by Rep. Horton to keep 
Welfare Administration as is $9,715.00. Vote in favor. 


Rep. Huggins made a motion to accept nursing home budget of 
$729,730.00 seconded by Rep. Judd. Vote unanimous. 


Rep. York made a motion to allow $116,592.00 for jail and 
house of correction for 1975 seconded by Rep. Cooney. Vote in 
favor. 


Rep. Judd made a motion to accept proposed budget for the 
farm $140,560.00 seconded by Rep. Hunt. Vote favorable. 


Rep. Horton made a motion to reduce Extension Service 
appropriation to $45,514.00 seconded by Rep. York. Vote was 
favorable. 


Motion by Rep. Huggins and seconded by Rep. Kidder to ap- 
prove Soil Conservation Service at $7,000.00. Vote in favor. 


Rep. York made a motion to reduce to $1,000.00 the Crime 
Abatement budget seconded by Rep. Hunt and so voted. 


Rep. Horton moved to accept the amount of $15,000.00 for 
Crime Abatement renovations seconded by Rep. Mable Richard- 
son. 


A motion made by Rep. Huggins seconded by Rep. Patenaude 
to approve farm special $9,700.00 and so voted. 


Rep. Poulin moved that nursing home special of $2,700.00 be 
accepted seconded by Rep. Hunt. Favorable vote. 


Rep. Drake moved to reduce the delegation expense by 
$500.00 seconded by Rep. Hunt. Vote was in the affirmative. 


Rep. Huggins moved to approve County Audit budget second- 
ed by Rep. Hunt. Vote favorable. 


Rep. Judd moved to approve budget amount for county re- 
ports seconded by Rep. Kidder. Vote unanimous. 


Rep. Drake moved to reduce Debt Service by $10,000.00 
seconded by Rep. Craggy. Vote was favorable. 


Motion made by Rep. York seconded by Rep. Kidder to delete 
Convalesce Home Care Agency and Mental Health because some 
towns in the area were asked to donate and now a grant by the 
county would be a second taxation. However, Rep. Judd made a 
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motion that if there is a need for reconsideration of the three 
services mentioned above, that the delegation can and should sub- 
scribe. 


Rep. Burns moved to accept the proposed budget of $7,000.00 
for Council on Aging, also, $4,000.00 on Retired Seniors. Volun- 
teer program seconded by Rep. Huggins. Budget reduced by 
$79,786.00. 


Rep. George Lemire tended his resignation from the Finance 
Committee due to work commitments. Chairman Fortier appoint-: 
ed Rep. Elmer York to the Finance Committee seconded by Rep. 
Horton. 


Rep. Huggins made a motion to give the Clerk of the delega- 
tion a $10.00 raise over and above what other members are receiv- 
ing for attending all delegation meetings. The motion was 
seconded by Rep. Kidder. Vote was favorable. 


Rep. Judd moved to accept Revenue Sharing of $173,053.08 
seconded by Rep. Cooney. Favorably voted upon.

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Report of County Commissioners 


For Coos County, 1975 has been a year of planning and prepa- 
ration for the opening of the new County Nursing Hospital in Ber- 
lin. Work on this modern facility began in early spring and has 
progressed at an orderly pace throughout the year. Caron Con- 
struction Company, Inc., the prime contractor, has been most 
cooperative and everyone connected with this project appears 
well satisfied with the quality of the construction. May 1, 1976, 
is the projected opening date and the County has started inter- 
views with potential employees for this facility. Between 90 and 
100 new jobs will be available when the home is in full operation. 


The County Nursing Hospital in West Stewartstown continued 
to operate at 100% plus capacity and many applications are on 
file from area citizens wishing to occupy the County Homes. It 
appears certain within a few months after the Berlin Home opens, 
both facilities will be fully utilized. One dark financial cloud has 
appeared on the horizon which causes us much concern. The 
County has been told that we can expect 95% reimbursement of 
the costs of operation for our nursing homes from the State of 
N.H. Division of Welfare. However, as this report is being pre- 
pared we find the State is in fact not paying as agreed. We are 
apprehensive that the local taxpayer may well be forced to fund 
the greater difference between the operating cost and the State 
reimbursement. This is something that is not acceptable to us and 
we intend to protest this action in every way available. 


The Farm operation found itself in the same depressed milk 
market as other area milk producers. However, the herd pro- 
duction again was one of the highest in the State and the farm 
received several DHIA awards. The program of increased beef pro- 
duction continued and we anticipate that the meat requirements 
of both County Nursing Homes will be met. 


Major renovations of the Berlin Court House were completed 
and new offices for the State Probation Office and the County 
Manpower operation, Tri-County Council, Inc., are now being 
rented to these agencies. A more detailed report of Manpower 
programs will be found elsewhere in this County report. We are 
especially pleased that Public Service jobs were provided for the 
County towns and the City of Berlin. These jobs represent many 
thousands of dollars of manpower costs for the communities and 
good paying jobs for the employees. 
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Again, we wish to thank the County Delegation, the employees 
of the County and all of the citizens for their assistance and sup- 
port during 1975. We look forward to 1976 with hope knowing 
that the new nursing home will be in service and we now expect 
that for the first time the County will be able to meet the nursing 
home needs of its elderly population. On the dark side, we see 
our costs of providing County services continuing to increase. 
Start-up costs for the new nursing home will be high until the 
patient census reaches full capacity. We pledge to continue during 
1976 to follow the course of total commitment to those among 
us who are least able to help themselves.

To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners, the 
County Delegation and Citizens of Coos County. 

There were 237 Jail Admissions and 107 House of Correction 
Admissions with a total of 4,484 Jail and House of Correction 
days. 

There were 65 Nursing Home admissions with 36,759 patient 
days for a utilization of 100.7%. This utilization is decreased 
when a patient is transferred to the hospital for one reason or 
another. 

Renovations to the Nursing Home are on a continuing basis. 
This past year we have turned a useless storage area to a kitchen 
area that our ambulatory patients can go to for their mid-meal 
snacks. This is working very well—the nursing staff likes it and 
patients are very pleased with it because they can be a little more 
independent than previously. 

Cook-outs here on the Nursing Home grounds were held at 
least once a month for all patients that were not bedridden. They 
all looked forward to this picnic-like atmosphere. 

Day outings during the summer continue to be provided. 
Natureland provided admission free of charge to the patients and 
attendants. The Flume charged the group rate. The Lancaster Fair 
provided free admission. 

R.S.V.P. (Retired Senior Volunteer Program) has not been as 
active as in the previous year. 

The accounting system continues to work effectively. The re- 
ports continue to be beneficial to all department heads. 

Our farm keeps on being a leader in the milk production in the 
State of N.H. It has placed first under the D.H.1!.A. rules for 
several months during the past year. 

The clergy continue to minister to the spiritual needs of our 
patients and inmates at the Jail and House of Correction. 
Rev. Shea continues to come with the Sacraments, day or night 
as needed. 

We sincerely wish to acknowledge with great appreciation The 
Beecher Falls Manufacturing Company, their ‘Office Girls”, 
Nugent’s Bus Service (for providing bus service whenever it is 
needed), the many organizations and individuals who provide so 
much joy to our many patients. 

Our special thanks to our County Commissioners—Mr. Rene 
Bergeron, Dr. Norman Brungot and Mr. Thomas Corrigan, the 
County Delegation and last, but not least, our loyal employees. 
Their cooperation and support make many gray days look brighter.

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REPORT OF THE COOS COUNTY 
CONSERVATION DISTRICT 


To the Board of Commissioners, County Delegates, and Citizens 
of Coos County: 


The Coos County Conservation District had a very busy and 
productive 1975. During the course of the year, we have received 
a complete new Soil Conservation Service staff. 

Dick Haldeman from New Jersey assumed responsibilities of 
District Conservationist in October. Russell J. Kelsea took over 
the position of soil scientist in late June, and Woodbury 
Argereow, Jr. filled the vacant position of conservation tech- 
nician in late October. 

The St. Johnsbury Farm Production Credit Service furnishes 
an engraved barometer each year to one farmer in the county in 
cooperation with the District. The district has chosen as the 
recipient of this award for 1975, Harold Davis, Jefferson. 

In 1975, contributions were solicited from all of the banks 
and credit unions in the county as well as cooperators, businesses 
and interested individuals. Total contributions for the year were 
$2,415.00. This we hail as an outstanding achievement since 
money was very scarce during the year. This money was used for 
operating expenses of the District. 

The District appropriation from the county for 1975 was 
$7,000.00. This money provided us with a full-time District 
Secretary to keep our office open daily from 8 to 4:30 and pro- 
vide the necessary clerical and administrative functions. 

The banks and loan institutions in the county helped sponsor 
a bicentennial conservation booklet for 5th and 6th graders. 
Over 2,000 copies of the booklet, ‘Pioneers of Conservation in 
America’, were purchased in October and will be distributed 
after the first of the year. 

In June, we sponsored two youths and one teacher to the 
conservation camps provided by the Society for the Protection 
of N.H. Forests. 

At the District's display at Lancaster Fair in Sept. around 
200 booklets were requested from those on display. 

In the fall, we sponsored fish stocking for farm ponds. 
Nearly 1,000 square-tail trout were delivered. 

We published three newsletters and an Annual Report during 
the year. The circulation for the newsletter is over 2,500. 
Estimated circulation for the Annual Report is 17,500. This is an 
attempt to keep the public informed of our programs and 
accomplishments. 
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For Soil Stewardship Week we purchased booklets and bulletin 
inserts made especially for the occasion for churches of all faiths 
in the county. 

Technical services were provided to 27 units of government, 
61 times on various resource problems such as soil survey, flood 
insurance, solid waste disposal, water supply and subdivision 
review. 

This year was a successful one thanks to the cooperation of all 
of the interested people in the county. Plan to attend our annual 
meeting in March. Watch your newspapers for details. 

We thank the County Commissioners and County Delegates 
for their continued support of our conservation programs and 
activities.

A Report on Employment & Training Programs 
Activities in Coos County 


Introduction: 
A. CETA & The Balance of State 


Under Title | of the Comprehensive Employment and Training 
Act of 1973 (CETA), the Federal Government makes grants to 
local governments or combinations of local governments to enable . 
them to provide locally planned and administered employment 
and training services to eligible clients within the local area. 

Gov. Thomson, with his philosophy of local rule in govern- 
ment, expressed the wish that the Balance of State be further 
broken down into sub-grantee areas. Hence, several counties have 
joined together to form non-profit corporations to receive the | 
funds for their areas and to operate their own programs. 

Under the provisions of the act and reinforced by the Gover- 
nor’s philosophy, the Tri-County area of Coos, Carroll and 
Grafton Counties have combined to form the Tri-County 
Council, Inc. 

The Council was formed to enable the three (3) political 
jurisdictions to cooperate for the optimal delivery of employment 
and training serviced under the Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act of 1973 (CETA). The chief elected officials who are 
authorized by their legislative bodies to represent these bodies to 
the Council are as follows: 


Barbara Hill, Grafton County Board of Commissioners 
Thomas Corrigan, Coos County Board of Commissioners 
Gordon Thayer, Carroll County Board of Commissioners 
Frederick King, Coos County Coordinator 


The Tri-County Council, Inc. is just one of three (3) such 
corporations which comprise the Balance of State which are 
under sub-contractual agreements with the Prime Sponsor for the 
Balance of State the N. H. Office of Manpower Affairs. 

The others are: The Belknap/Merrimack Manpower Corp., 
which covers those counties; and the Southwest Manpower Corp. 
which covers Sullivan and Cheshire Counties. 
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The basic design of the system and the services offered are 
the result of a long and complex planning process undertaken 
each year. All major decisions on services, funding levels, priority 
groups and delivery agencies must go through the Tri-County 
area employment and training Advisory Board, the Tri-County 
Council, Inc. Executive Board, the Balance of State Advisory 
Council and the State Manpower Services Council. 

Each sub-grantee has its own area employment and training 
Advisory Board. In Tri-County, two basic policy decisions were 
made: 


1. To provide a single system of comprehensive services 
instead of continuing categorical programs which 
existed before CETA. 

2. To administer and operate programs and to provide 
services to clients directly through staff hired by the 
Tri-County Council, Inc. 


B. The Local CETA System (TCC) 


The result of the basic policy decisions is that a group of local 
agencies, which had been providing fragmented services, are now 
involved in a cooperative Intake and Assessment Unit for the 
purpose of performing services as part of a comprehensive 
employment and training system. This enables each agency to 
take advantage of the services offered by other agencies within 
the system. 

It also requires careful cooperation and coordination among 
the agencies, the development of cooperative agreements, and 
the adherence to system-wide procedures which still need to be 
reinforced. 

The comprehensive employment and training system has three 
main goals which are: 


1. To place economically disadvantaged unemployed family 
heads and youth in good jobs with adequate pay to sup- 
port themselves and their families at an income above the 
poverty level and to help them retain those jobs. 

2. To place some clients in other positive situations which 
will benefit the individuals concerned. These positive sit- 
uations include returning to school or other full-time 
training, entering the military, obtaining a CETA Title II 
or VI position, and others. 

3. To provide in-school, economically disadvantaged, poten- 
tial dropouts, 16—21 year old youth with training and 
other services which will prepare them for entering the 
world of work at some future time. 
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The priority groups which have been established by the Tri- 
County Council, Inc. indicate that we are attempting to serve the 
lower 3% of the labor force, those who would tend to remain 
unemployed even if our economy were in good shape. We feel 
that the chronically unemployed, which we are trying to serve, 
suffer multiple barriers to employment including lack of educa- 
tion, lack of financial resources, family responsibilities, racial and 
sex discrimination, and other barriers including lack of under- 
standing of the world of work and lack of a stable work record. 

Clearly, to accomplish the primary goal of unsubsidized job 
placement and retention for the economically disadvantaged, we 
need to provide services which will eliminate these barriers. The 
CETA system is designed to provide the flexible and compre- 
hensive services which a client would need to eliminate the 
employment barriers. 

For the program and fiscal year of July 1, 1975 through June 
30, 1976, Federal funds in the amount of $1,000,892.00 have 
been made available to Tri-County Council, Inc. for a variety of 
program activities under different titles of CETA.
